Gentlemen,  • 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
TV/ENT IETH  ANNUAL  REPORT  on  tho  health  and  sanitary  conditions 
of  the  district  for  the  year  1940. 

The  heavy  additional  duties  devolving  upon  local  authorities 
as  the  result  of  the  War,  has  rendered  it  necessary  to  condense 
this  report  to  a brief  statistical  summary. 

POPULATION. 


The  population  of  the  district  as  returned  by  the  Census 
of  1931  was  7791.  The  Registrar-Generals  estimate  of  the 
population  at  the  end  of  1940  was  7682.

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BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  district 
during  1940  was  102  (57  males  and  45  females)  Which  gives  an 
ANNUAL  BIRTH-RATE  of  13.2  per  1000  of  the  population. 

The  number  of  Still-Births  was  4 (3  males  and  1 female) 
giving  a rate  of  .52  per  1000  of  the  population. 

DEATHS . 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  the  district 
during  1940  was  76  (38  males  and  38  females)  which  is  equivalent 
to  an  ANNUAL  DEATH-RATE  (Uncorrected)  of  9.89  per  1000  of  the 
population. 

The  number  of  Deaths  of  Horbury  residents  in  Institutions, 
etc.,  outside  the  Urban  area,  transferable  back  to  Horbury  was 
18  (11  males  and  7 females)  while  the  number  of  Deaths  of 
persons  in  Horbury  transferable  away  was  3 (all  females) 

This  brings  the  total  number  of  Deaths  of  Horbury  residents 
to  91  (49  males  and  42  females  ) giving  a CORRECTED  ANNUAL  DEATH- 
RATE  of  11.8  per  1000  of  the  population.

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■AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  Infectious  Diseases. 

Horse  Ambulance  used  only  for  the  removal  of  ordinary 
Infectious  Diseases,  notified  in  the  Urban  distrct,  to  the 
Councils  Isolation  Hospital,  at  Addingford. 

The  Wakefield  and  District  Joint  Small-pox  Hospital 
Committee,  provide  a Motor  Ambulance  for  removal  of  cases  of 
Small-pox. 

(b)  General. 

A Modern  Motor  Ambulance  provided  by  the  Urban  District 
Council,  is  used  exclusively  for  the  removal  of  accident,  surgical 
and  maternity  cases,  to  such  Institutions  and  places  as  may  be 
necessary,  no  charge  being  made  for  its  use  to  permanent  residents 
of  Horbury.  The  use  of  this  Ambulance,  has  by  arrangement,  been 
extended  to  some  of  the  neighbouring  Rural  Areas. 

During  1940,  the  Motor  Ambulance  has  been  called  upon  to 
make  487  journeys  in  conveying  cases  to  and  from  various 
institutions.,  etc.,  viz  Leeds  Infirmary,  Maternity  and  Nursing 
Homes  - 40,  Dewsbury  Infirmary  and  Hospital  - 261,  Wakefield 
Clayton  Hospital,  County  Hospital  and  Maternity  Home  - 181, 
Bradford  Infirmary  - 2,  other  places.  3. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOMES. 

There  is  no  Institution  is  the  District  from  which  the 
services  of  professional  Nurses  can  be  obtained,  when  such 
services  are  required  it  is  necessary  to  arrange  for  Nurses  to 
be  brought  from  private  nursing  homes  in  neighbouring  towns. 

The  Horbury  District  Nursing  Association,  a voluntary 
society  upheld  by  private  donations,  works  in  close  co-operation 
with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  private  practitioners. 

This  association  retains  the  whole  time  services  of  a fully 
trained  Queens  Nurse,  who  upon  request  makes  daily  visits  to 
homes  in  cases  of  sickness  and  invalidity. 

TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 

VENEREAL  DISEASE 

Tho  centre  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  is  at  the 
Clayton  Hospital,  Wakefield. 

MATERNITY  & CHILD  WELFARE . 


The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  (consultation  and 
treatment)  is  held  weekly  at  the  Congregational  Church  School, 
Westfield  Road.  Horbury, 

SCHOOL  CLINIC. 

The  examination  and  treatment  of  School  Children,  Medical 
and  Dental,  is  carried  out  at  the  Schools  by  the  staff  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

TUBERCULOSIS 


The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
Staff  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  the  centre  for  this 
area  being  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  Wakefield. 
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HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  Isolation  Hospital,  Horbury,  used  for  the  treatment  of 
cases  of  Infectious  Disease  in  the  Urban  District  of  Horbury* 

26  Beds,  3 diseases,  viz  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  Typhoid 
Fever  can  be  treated  concurrently.

A fully  equipped  Mortuary  and  Post-mortem  room  is  provided 
and  maintained  by  the  Urban  District  Council  upon  their  premises 
at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall.  The  Council  have  by  arrangement 
agreed  to  the  use  of  the  Mortuary  by  adjoining  districts  in  the 
Rural  area,  for  the  post-mortem  examinations,  etc., 

WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  district  is  adequately  served  with  a supply  of  good  water 
which  is  obtained  from  the  Dewsbury,  Batley  and  Wakefield  Corporati 


a constant  supply  being  available  to  all  houses  and  premises  in  the 
district.  The  supply  from  all  sources  is  quite  satisfactory 

both  in  quality  and  quantity,  and  is  controlled  by  bacteriological 
examination  and  chemical  analysis  monthly,  the  results  of  which 
have  been  quite  satisfactory.

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Whenever  complete  isolation  cannot  be  maintained  in  the 
homes  of  patients  notified,  they  are  removed  to  the  Councils 
Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment.  Where  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  are  allowed  to  be  nursed  in  the  homes  of  the  patients, 
complete  isolation  is  insisted  upon,  and  advise  given  as  to 
the  precautions  to  be  taken, 

TUBERCULOSIS. 


Only  2 new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1940. 

The  total  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  Diseases  during  1940 
were  3,  which  is  3.9  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  registered 
from  all  causes,  and  a Tubercular  Death-Rate  of  .39  per  1000  of 
the  population. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  courtesy,  kind 
consideration  and  support,  and  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
other  Officials  for  the  co-operation  and  able  assistance  given 
to  me  during  the  year  under  review.
